lies in tho presence of a large, mental- 
ly irresponsible "bandwagon" vote in 
this country, a vote that can never 
bother to figure out what the issues 
are, but that desires solely to get on the 
winner.

As things are, the divergence among 


the polls leaves this bandwagon vote 
in much the same situation as that of 
the chameleon which, placed on a bit 
of Scotch plnid, tried .so Iv.ird to adapt 
its color to its background that it 
exploded. But the bandwagon vote 
does exist, and it is not hard to 
imagine a situation in which it might 
follow thc,straw votes and decide an 
election.. i * ;

Now it is interesting to sec the 


opinion of the country sampled in 
advance. There can be no possible ob- 
jection to it, except on the ground that 
[here is a certain percentage of half- 
baked folk who lack convictions of 
their own to such extent that they arc 
always ready to go along with the 
winner. 


Once you have persuaded people that 


a certain candidate is going to win, I 
that fact in itself helps to increase his 
winning margin. It shouldn't, but it 
docs. It it probably the silliest single 
phenomenon in our politics. 


For that reason it might be an ex- 


cellent thing if this election could 
somehow cast just a shade of doubt 
upon the accuracy of the whole straw 
vote process.

of clergy or support from the man 
who shared the responsibility for the 
birth, mu-st have been unbelievable 
torture. Every day to know that the 
time was alittle nearer when she must 
go alone to a hospital—every night to 
wonder what she would do with the 
child when it came! Then, with the 
premature birth, if she didn't go a lit- 
tle insane, one would wonder. There 
are some things that human flcth can't 
stand. The need of concealment, the 
humiliation were too much. 


Behavior Pattern!) Nut Set in Youth 
Yet now Elizabeth Smith has been 


culled to tile bar of justice to uiuswur 
for taking a life—a life -that had no 
business to be conceived. But a life 
that places its creator in the role of 
murderess, if she is guilty of I'ndinu 


that which she brought into being. 


Surely the tragedy must present 


powerful warning to those parents 
who speak so gaily of the new freedom 
for children; who so blithely tulk of 
the trust they have in Mary or John, 
anywhere, at any hour, at any time.

leaders said, the Madrid forces would 
be able to make the civil war drag 


indefintiely, no matter what the 


fate of Madrid, in the hope that sym- 
pathetic nations such as Russia might 
eventually offer concrete military aid 
before the Socialists' cause was ir- 
retricviably lost. 


To the northwest of Madrid, Fascist 


guns pounded scattered government 
resistance in El Escorial sector. 


Within Madrid, leaders installed a 


new supdeme military chief and rush- 
ed a civilian reserve army of 10,000 
men to the front. 


General Poms Commander 


Gen. Jose Asensio was relieved of 


command of government forces in the 
Madrid area, and Gen. Sebastian Pozas 
was put in his place. 


Pozos, the war ministry announced, 


was a tactical expert with long ex- 
perience in military campaigns, and 
the Madrid government felt he might 
be able to direct a successful attempt 
to halt the Fascist Madrid attack. 


The Workers Reserve Corps was to 


be used as a second line to bolster the 
retreating militia. 


Insurgent engineers had their work 


cut out for them, throwing pontoons 
across streams where bridges were 
blown up by the government retreat.

Her wit and charm and her aristo- 


cratic . southern lineage—the blood of 
Maryland Warfields, Virginia Mon- 
tagues is in her veins—brought her to 
the fore in the ultra-smart cricles of 
the English capital. 


Those who know Wallis Warfield 


Simpson even slightly are not sur- 
prised that her company is "preferred" 
by King Edward. Far from being a 
Yankee at his court, she is a southern 
belle, with a petite figure and jet- 
black hair, and a vivacious personality 
that makes it natural for her to ad- 
dress Edward Albert Christian George 
Andrew Patrick David as "Davie." 


Sues For Divorce 


They met while the then prince was 


much in the company of the former 
Thelma Morgan, then Lady Furness, 
twin sister of Mrs. Gloria Vanderbilt. 
Mrs. Simpson used to accompany them 
—as friend and "chaperone"—on gay 
West End parties. 


Now Mrs. Simpson is again follow- 


ing in Thelma's footsteps in suing her 
well-to-do commercial broker hus- 
band for divorce on charges of mis- 
conduct—the only grounds for divorce 
in England. Lady Furness divorced 
Viscount Furness in January, 1933. 


The Simpsons were married in Lon- 


don on July 21, 1928—a second mar- 
riage for both. 


Edward and the former belle from 


Baltimore are nearly of an age—he is 
42, she 40—and they liked each other 
from the start. He loves to dance; she 
is an accomplished dancer. At her 
Bryanston Court home he found re- 
laxation and goodly compaany over a 
cup of tea poured by a charming wo- 
man entirely at her case in his pres- 
ence.

zens, 64, United States senator who, 
as an office clerk, joined Henry Ford 
at the turn of the century in founding 
the Ford Motor company, died in a 
hospital here after an operation late 
Thursday. 


A week ago the senator left the hos- 


pital to greet President Roosevelt, 
whose re-election he had termed "the 
most important matter confronting the 
nation." After this statement. Cou- 
zens was defeated for renomination. 


Couzens' early association in Ford's

More farms have been sold by the 


Federal Land Bank of St. Louis in 
less than nine months of 1936 than dur- 
ing any previous 12 months period in 
its history, J. M. Huston, vice-president 
and treasurer of the bank, announces. 
For the eight months ending August 
31, 730 farms for approximately ?1,800,- 
000 had been sold in the states of-Illi. 
nois, Missouri and Arkansas, compris- 
ing the St. Louis District. 


Sales have been numerous through- 


out the year, the announcement says, 
but reached their peak during the 
three months of June, July and Au- 
gust. The unusual activity during the 
early summer months when farm real 
estate sales are ordniarily dull, is at- 
tributed to improved farm prices, vet- 
erans' buying, and greater opportun- 
ities for young farmers and tenants. 


Most of the farms have been pur- 


chased by families as farm homes with 
relatively few for investment pur- 
poses. The farms sold during 1936 have 
averaged 130 acres. The price receiv- 
ed per acre by the Federal Land Bank 
of St. Louis to date this year has av- 
eraged approximately 34 per cent 
more for the three states combined 
than during the low prices of 1932. 


Low interest costs combined with 


greater purchasing power of farm pro- 
ducts make farm debt much easier to 
carry now than four years ago, Mr. 
Huston said, in explaining the increas- 
ed number of transactions. He point- 
ed out that the cost of carrying a Jl,- 
000 Federal land bank loan on a farm 
purchased from the bank required 
only 76 bushels of corn in August, 
1936, instead of 321 as in August, 1932. 
For wheat, the comparison was 76 
bushels instead of 201; cotton, 766 
pounds instead of 1250 pounds; hogs, 4 
head of 200-pounders instead of 10; 
and for beef cattle 1225 pounds instead 
of 1559.

for Many Headaches

Another type of headache results 


from poisoning by alcohol, tobacco, 
ether, lead or other materials. A care- 
ful investigation of tne patient's con- 
dition may show that he is regularly 
absorbing some of these poisons into 
life body. Prevention of exposure to 
such poisons will cure the headaches. 


In certain cases, although not so fre,- 


quently as'was formerly thought to be 
the case, headaches are associated with 
eyestrain or with other disturbances of 
the eye. Suitable examination by 9 
specialist in diseases of the eye will 
show whether the patient requires 
glasses, and will indicate also whether 
there are changes in the blood vessels 
•which enter the eye. 


A famous British specialist in dis- 


eases of the eye found that 240 to-1000 
people who came'to him for examina- 


tiort of the eyes complained of head- 
aches. 


Usually a headache clue to eye dis- 


turbances is just behind the eyes. In 
rare cases it is in back of the head. 
Infrequently it may be at the side of 
the head or at the top. 


Headaches from over-use of the eyes 


usually, occur late in the afternoon or 
4t the end of the day's work. Occa- 
sionally, however, these appear early 
in the morning because of overwork 
on the previous day. 


There also are early morning head- 


aches due to dissipation on the previ- 
ous night. A person with that kind of 
headache always knows the cause of 
his trouble. 


Another form of headache is that 


caused by motion pictures. This type 
was more frequent in the early days 
of the movies than it is now. Elimina- 
tion of flickering, reduction of screen 
size, and modern types of illumination 
in motion pictures houses have been 
helpful. 


In the old days there were frequent, 


sudden changes from light to dark- 
ness. The same effect was felt when 
moviegoers looked from the srceen into 
the1 complete darkness of the theater. 
These sudden contractions and dila- 
tions of-the pupil of the eye brought 
about much fatigue and headache.

CHRISTIANITY AS LOVE 


Devotional Readings John 15:12-17 


In Athens, which represented the 


center of Grecian art, religion, and 
(.'iilturo, Paul preached the famous ser- 
mon on Mars Hill. Tin's sermon, fortu- 
nately, has been recorded in the 17th 
chapter of Acts. From Athens lie went 
to Corinth, which was called "the eye 
of Greece," a great commercial center 
that also rivaled the greater Athens 
in its culture and magnificence. 


In Corinth, where commercial pros- 


perity anl outward splendor covered 
depths of vice and licentiousness. Paul 
found two of his own race, Aquila and 
his wife, Priscella, with whom Paul 
had the additional bond of a fellow 
craftsman, for all were tentmukers. 


Here in Corinth, living with Aquila 


and Priscilla and working at his trade 
from day to day, he supported himself 
while he carried on his real work as a 
Christian missionary and evangelist. 
Every Sabbath, we are told, he spoke 
in the synagog, bringing his Christian 
teaching to both Jews and Greeks. 


What was the quality of this re- 


ligious work that Paul was doing in 
the ancient city? 
What was there 


about it that was real, and permanent, 
and of genuine interest for today? 


The answer to this is found in an 


immortal writing in two great letters 
of Paul, addressed to the Christians in 
the church that he established at Cor- 
inth. This is what wo call the 13th 
chapter of First Corinthians which, as 
divided into verses in our King James 
version, has 13 verses, corresponding 
to its number in the book. 


Hero is Paul's great eulogy of lo% 
fe 


as the basic fact of true religion and 
of all that is fine and best in man's 
relations with his fellowmen. 


Henry 
Drummond, in this little 


booklet that he wrote about this chap- 
ter, called love "the greatest thing in 
the world." and this chapter is cer- 
tainly the greatest sermon or exposi- 
tion that ever dealt with love. 


In the King James version, the 


staleliness and beauty of the periods 
tailed to suggest the truer and deeper 
meaning, because the word "charity." 
which in later versions has been ren- 
dered as "love," has come to have a 
more limited meaning than it had 
when the early translators did their 
work. 


With the substitution of the word 


"love," the depth and fullness in the 
thought have been emphasized and 
brought into harmony with the rich- 
ness and power of Paul's eloquence. 


Love is the one great requisite of 


true living. Prophecy, charity, faith, 
all arc nothing if there be not the' 
reality of love. Love is the source 
and flowering of all the wirtues. It is 
allied with truth, and beauty, and 
righteousness; and it is the one abiding 
and permanent thing where all else 
fails in a changing universe. 
I 


Love is the secret of understanding 


and the enlarged life. As a later poet 
has expressed it, inspired by Paul's 
own great poem, 


"Race after race hath cut its 


likeness of 


Its Maker, as the eyes grew 


large with love."

mailed checks to the Yankees and 
Giants and players of the other finst 
division clubs in each league. 


Corresponding closely to unofficial 


figures calculated after the all-New 
York battle was concluded, each full 
share for the Yankees amounted to 
$6.430.55 while the "cut" for the Giants 
is 14,655.59, a new record for the beaten 
club's share. 


The Yankees split a total of ?193,- 


201.12 among 36 players, officials and 
club employes while the Giants divid- 
ed §128,880.74 among 32 individuals. 
Each club awarded 27 full shares. 


The total world series receipts of 


Sl.304.399. including $100,000 from the 
radio rights, as well as the total play- 
ers' pool of 5460,002.66, set new records.

111 Wind Blows No Good When Long Punts 
Needed-Weather Cause of Many Upsets 


Snow and Mud Hold Down Offensive Thrust of 


Both Teams, Cause Frequent Fumbling Which 


Gives "Breaks" in Football Battles 


By BERNIE BIERMAN 


Head Coach, University of Minnesota 


MINNEAPOLIS — Climatic condi- 


tions have more to do with football 
upsets than any other factor. Singl- 
ing out the one weather element that 
is the greatest game wrecker of all, I 
have found that wind is the mast ag- 
gravating we have to combat. 


I can recall several games my teams 


have been in that were settled by this 
factor. One I'll never forget is the 193.1 
game Minnesota played with Wiscon- 
sin. 


It snowed all morning. About an 


hour before game time, a terrfic gale- 
came up. Punting was almost impos- 
sible against the wind, and neithei 
team could get anywhere in the mud. 


We went into the last quarter trail- 


ing, 3-0. The Badgers had scored on 
a long field goal, the wind being be- 
hind the kicker and making the try 
successful. 


But the gale finally gave us a break, 


too. 
Wisconsin tried to kick. 
The 


punt was well handled from every 
standpoint. But once it got into the air, 
it didn't go anywhere; in fact, it was 
blown backward. 


Our receivers made no attempt to 


catch the ball, and it dropped and 
rolled to the Wisconsin one or two- 
yard line, from where we plunged ovi^r 
for the winning counter. 


Wind Gave Gophers Jump 


Another experience I had was in an 


Iowa-Minnesota battle in Iowa City. 
Both teams were figured to be aboui 
the same strength. On the morning 
of the game the wind was howling, and 
I don't believe I ever worried so much 
about a contest that we eventually 
won by such a decisive margin. 


It was the break of winning tho toss 


that made the difference. We got the 
wind, and the Hawkeyes decided to 
kick off against it. The ball traveled 
only slightly more than 30 yards, and, 
after a fine return, we pushed over a 
couple of plays later for a touchdown. 
That development 
so 
discouraged 


Iowa that the game became a rout, and 
we won by five or six touchdowns. 


Pittsburgh's defeat at the hands uf 


Duquesne is one example of how 


weather figures in the; outcome of a 
game. Southern California's tie with 
Washington Stute is another; in fact, 
hardly a week goes by without some 
surprising results brought about by a 
heavy field or a downpour of rain. 


While Duques-ne always plays top- 


notch football against Pitt, its home 
town rival, it wasn't considered in the 
same class with the Panthers, especial- 
ly after Jock Sutherland's team had 
beaten Ohio State. Yet, the slippery 
field and rain slowed up the Pitt of- 
fen.se .so much that the Panthers didn't 
look anything like the team that had 
overpowered the Buckeyes. 


Heat Hani on Northerners 


Southern California played in tho 


rain at Urbana against Illinois, tnd 
Howard Jones said it was the first time 
in many years that his team had such 
an experience. Though the Trojans de- 
feated Illinois in the wet going, they 
went back home and ran into some 
more rain against Washington State 
and couldn't get their flashy offense 
to click. 


Change in temperatures makes a big 


difference in football. Quite often a
